Defeat of either motion would 
have forced Eden and his Cab- 
_inet to resign and make way for 
new national elections. 
| The first 67-vote majority 
proved that the Conservatives, 
despite internal dissension over 
the abortive’ British-French 
strike into Egypt, still could 
close their ranks against any 
Socialist bid for national power. 
Actually the Conservatives have 
only 60 more members than all 
other parties in the House. 

The government’s majority 
was reduced on the second vote 
_ by 15 Conservatives who ab- 
|stained. This was a direct slap 
/at Eden by Conservative back- 
ers of a tougher line in the 
Middle East, who think with- 
drawal now constitutes a humil- 
iating reverse leaving Britain 
and France without any gains 
from the invasion. 

The small number of absten- 
tions was in itself a Conserva- 
tive victory. More than 100 
members of the varty a week 
ago had signed a petition de- 
ploring the U.N. and United 
States demands for withdrawal 
to which the Government 
bowed.

The proposed measure of the 
human relations council, an ad- 
vistory body @¢stablished by or- 
dinance, provides that an anti- 
discrimination division be set 
up within the council to hear 
complaints, investigate them, 
and, if found valid, attempt to 
adjust them before referring 
them to the city counselor's of- 
fice for prosecution. 

This bill would prohibit places 
licensed to serve the public 
from refusing to serve a person 
because of race, color or creed. 
The city licenses hotels, restau- 
rants, theaters and other places 
of public accommodation. 

Provision of Other Bill. 

Mayor Tucker said he opposes 
the other measure which would 
make it “illegal to refuse to 
serve or sell necessities” to per- 
sons because of their race, 
creed or color. The council's 
proposal is Board Bill No. 22. 

In his address Mayor’ Tucker 
said: 

“I believe the enactment of 
Board Bill 23 would be unwise, 
because it totally ignores the 
Council on Human Relations, 
which is authorized by your 
board to advise us on this sub- 
ject. 

“Board Bill 23 also fails to 
set up orderly procedures which 
are necessary if we are to ap- 
proach this problem with the 
moderation which has made our 
human relations program s0 
successful in the fields of edu- 
cation and recreation. 

“On the other hand. Board 
Bill 22 (the council's bill) clear- 
ly recognizes the Council on 
Human Relations and empha- 
sizes education, persuasion and 
conciliation in solving the pub- 
lic accommodations problem.

Ex-St. County 
Employe Is Accuses 
of Stealing $6300 in 
Illinois Holdup. 


‘Louis 


Marvin Gramlich, former St. 
Louis county deputy sheriff 
who admitted robbing, the 
Farmers State Bank of Hoff- 
man, Ill., yesterday, was charged 
today with taking $6300 from 
the bank and with jeopardiz- 
ing the lives of two bank em- 
ployes. 

The charges were contained 
in an information issued by the 
office of United States Attor- 
ney Clifford C. Raemer at East 
St. Louis. 

Gramlich was arraigned 
before United States Commis- 
sioner Elvira Fellner at East St. 
Louis, but waived a preliminary 
hearing on the charges. His 
bond was fixed at $7500, which 
he was unable to make. 

Gramlich, who was released 
on parole from the Missouri 
Penitentiary last Feb. 29 after 
serving eight months of a sen- 
tence for fraud, was captured 
near Scott Air Force Base 30 
minutes after the holdup. 

Authorities said $6337 in a 
paper bag and a cocked and 
loaded automatic pistol were 


‘found on the front seat of Gram- 


lich’s 1955 Cadillac car. 

Gramlich, 46 years old, was 
sentenced to a two-year peni- 
tentiary term in June 1955 when 
he pleaded guilty to charges of 
embezziement and forgery in- 
volving $1170 in official funds 
from the office of former St. 
Louis County Sheriff Arthur C. 
Mosley. Gramlich had served as 
a bookkeeper as well as deputy. 

Two Employes in Bank. 

Elmer Mattmiller, assistant 
cashier, and Mrs. Frieda Stein, 
a bookkeeper, were in the bank 
when the robber entered yes- 
terday afternoon displaying a 
pistol. Hoffman is a town of 200 
population about 55 miles east 
of St. Louis. 

After taking money from cash 
drawers in a teller’s cage, the 
man forced the two employes to 
lie on the floor of the bank 
vault..After putting more money 
into a bag there, he closed the 
vault door and left. 

Just then Valjean Burgess of 
Centralia, a customer, entered 
the bank and noticed the ab- 
sence of the empioyes. 

“They'll be out in a minute,” 
the robber said calmly. 

Gramlich was captured by St. 
Clair county deputy sheriffs 
George R. Badgley and Harold 
Harriman when his car flashed 
past the officers as they were 
preparing to set up a roadblock 
near Mascoutah, 30 miles west 
of Hoffman. 

Giving chase they pursued 
the machine at speeds up to 95 
miles an hour for more than a 
mile. Gramlich’s car, slowed 
behind another vehicle, sudden- 
ly swerved off the road and 
stopped. He offered no resist- 
ance to the deputies. 

East St. Louis Address. 

Gramlich, who gave an ad- 
dress in the 500 block of Wash- 
ington place, East St. Louis, 
joined Mosley’s staff after retir- 
ing from the Air Force, where 
he had been a captain.

Revenue collector, was found 


guilty on three counts. In addi- | 


tion to the conspiracy charge 
and giving the bribe, he also 
was convicted of offering a 
bribe to Brown. 

William C. Schulze, the sus- 
pended Internal Revenue col- 
lection agent, was found guilty 
of conspiracy only. 

The first count of the in- 
dictment which charged Sarkis 
and Marbs offered the bribe to 
Brown was dismissed by the 
Government as to Sarkis. 

Final Arguments. 

In their final arguments, de- 
fense attorneys said the Gov- 
ernment had failed to prove 
bribery or conspiracy to bribe. 
They further argued that some 
testimony produced by the Gov- 
ernment was .based on entrap- 
ment. 

Brown, the chief Government 
witness, testified he was work- 
ing in 1954 on Sarkis’s 1952 and 
1953 income tax liability when 
Marbs advised him that the for- 


mer agent was representing 
Sarkis. 
Later, Brown said, he was 


approached by Schulze who in- 
formed him Marbs had _ indi- 
cated “it would be worth $500” 
if the returns were marked “no 
change.” 


Brown reported the offer to | 


his superiors and was _  in- 
structed to “play along’ with 
the bribe plan. In 1955, Marbs 
met Brown and said the money 
would be paid as soon as a ‘“‘no 
change’ report was made indi- 
cating the returns’ were accu- 
rate, Brown said.

Cornell Physicist Tells 
N.A.M. About Ex- 
treme Urgency of 
Russians’ Activities. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 7 (AP) — | 
Russian research activities in | 
nuclear physics present a stern | 
challenge to American supre- 
macy, Dr. Robert R. Wilson, 
head of the department of | 
physics at Cornell University, 
said today. 

Dr. Wilson, who visited Rus- 
sia last May, said in a speech 
prepared for an afternoon ses- 
sion of the sixty-first annual 
convention of the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers, that 
Russia's “high energy nuclear 
physics program is being 
pushed with an urgency which 
is similar to our wartime opera- 
tions.” The three-day conven- | 
tion ends tonight. 

Dr. Wilson said he was im- 
pressed by five surprising im- 
pressions of Soviet progress in 
the atomic and related fields. 
They were: 

1. The very high morale of 
the Russian physicists. 

2. They know their busi- 
ness and Russian theorists 
could more than hold their 
own with ours. 

3. They were very free in 
expressing criticism of their 
country or in expressing 
shame or embarrassment at 
some of the backward mani-

and let the government form 
again around another leader not 
burdened with the blame for

fiasco. Others claiming to know 
Eden's way of thinking said he 
is a stubborn man who is con- 
vinced he was right in ordering 
the action in Egypt and that he 
will not bow out of the job he 
waited so long to get from Sir 
Winston Churchill. 

It was officially announced 
that the Prime Minister would 
return from Jamaica on sched- 
mile next Friday. He flew to the 
Atlantic island Nov. 24, at the 
height of the Suez crisis, after 
his doctors had benched him 
because of “acute overstrain.” 

If Eden does not resign soon 
after returning, his future—and 
his party’s—probably will be 
decided by the government's 
handling of the acute economic 
and financial crisis facing it as 
a result of the reduction in 
Middle East oil supplies which 
power much of British and west 
European industry. 

Newspapers Divided. 


British newspaper comment 
on Eden’s prospects was split 
along party lines. 

The Daily Telegraph, Con- 
servative, said all indications | 
were that Eden, “provided that | 
the improvement in his health | 
is maintained, has no intention | 
of resigning. Ministers see no. 
reason to anticipate a general 
election before 1959. If Sir | 
Anthony’s health remains satis- 
factory, he may still be leading 
the Conservative party in the 
election campaign.”

Burns and Dayan Shift for Selves at Desert 
Airport as Fighters’ Radio 
Blares Few Yards Away.

EL ARISH, Sinai Desert, Dec. 
7— Those tough cocky Israeli 
G.Il.s and a United States Air 
Force pilot practically stole the 
show from two brass-heavy gen- 
erals here today. 

The generals, E. L. M. Burns, 
commander of the United Na- 
tions Emergency Force, and 
Moshe Dayan of the Israeli 
army met in the adobe opera- 
tions room of the airport which 
the Egyptians held on the edge 
of the desert before Israeli 
forces routed them. 

Gen. Burns flew from Cairo 
in a white DC-3 blazoned with 
a blue U.N. under the wings 
and across the fuselage. 

Dayan, the dashing Israeli 
commander with a black patch 
over his left eye, had to elbow 
his way through 50 photogra- 

hers and reporters to greet 
berae and accompany him to 
the meeting room. 

It was a most unceremonious 
affair. The joint wasn't even 
policed and young Israeli sol- 
diers slouched around the 
premises, old Czech rifles ac- 
quired during the war of inde- 
pendence slung over their stal- 
wart soldiers. 

When Burns, Dayan and their 
aides were locked in the meet- 
ing, the young M. P. on guard 
casually peeled himself an 
orange and ate it. 

The Others turned on the 
radio in an army truck not 10 
yards from the open-windowed 
conference hall and listened to 
Israeli jive while they bantered 
with visiting newsmen. 

The American pilot of Burns's 
plane, Capt. Willard L. Fla- 
haven of Winona, IIl., 
tained reporters with chit-chat 
about Cairo.

The Menace to TVA 


The Tennessee Valley Authority stands today 
in mortal peril of being destroyed by appoint- 
ment of a second hostile director to its three- 
man board. 

For two years now the process of reversing an 
Att of Congress by the way it is administered 
has been painfully evident in TVA. It began 
with President Eisenhower's appointment of 
Gen. Herbert D. Vogel as chairman of the TVA 
board to succeed the able and dedicated Gordon 
R. Clapp. 

Gen. Vogel took oath that he believed in the 
“wisdom and feasibility” of the TVA Ast, as all 
directors of the agency must do. Since then he 
has done nothing to suggest belief in the TVA 
Act. He has done much to prove that he is its im- 
placable enemy. 

He was the President's errand boy in trying to 
scuttle TVA with the Dixon-Yates deal. 


He stood in the way of funds for the agency 
by opposing efforts to get appropriations from 
Congress or to use revenues for power-plant 
financing. In the only remaining alternative— 
bonds—he sided with the Bureau of the Budget 
and against his two fellow-directors by accept- 
ing crippling amendments to bond authority. 

* + . 

He was quoted by an official of the Chatta- 
nooga Electric Power board as advocating an 
arbitrary increase in the rate of earnings which 
would cost electric customers in the TVA area 
$30,000,000 a year. When Gen. Vogel denied it, 
the Chattanooga board official was corroborated 
by an official of the Tennessce Valley Public 
Power Association. 

Altogether, Gen. Vogel's performance at TVA 
has been so bad that six organizations in the 
Tennessee Valley have branded him as having 
“seriously undermined the independence of the 
agency” and “aligned himself with TVA’s ene- 
mies to harass and even to destroy it.” The 
Municipal League and the Tennessee Labor 
Council are among the six. 

As a lone wolf, Gen. Vogel has damaged mo- 
rale in the TVA organization and subjected his 
two fellow-directors to an ordeal which .only 
the most patient and loyal of men could have 
put up with. 

The rising menace comes from the pcssibility 
that he may be joined next May 18 by a second 
anti-TVA director. The term of Dr. Harry Cur- 
tis, former dean of the Engineering School of 
the University of Missouri, will expire at that 
time. “ 

In his running battle with his fellow-directors 
Gen. Vogel recently lost an engagement over a 
relatively minor issue only to remark that “the 
membership of the board will have changed” by 
the time the decision could be put into effect. 

o . 

Senator Sparkman of Alabama promptly noted 
the implied threat that the appointee as Dr. Cur- 
tis’s successor will be an echo for Gen. Vogel. 
He served warning that “after the experience 
we have had with Vogel, we are going to scru- 
tinize the next appointment most carefully and 
make certain before he is confirmed that he 
will function as the law requires him to do and 
not play politics.” 

Those are brave words, but Gen. Vogel fooled 
the most alert friends of TVA in the Senate 
when he was up for confirmation, and the possi- 
bility should not be overlooked that another ap- 
pointee could do the same. There is a still. better 
way to go about it than to prevent a second 
Vogel from admission to the TVA board, and 
that is to make every possible effort to remove 
the one who is already there. 


The Tennessee Valley organizations which 
have denounced Gen. Vogel have called for a 
congressional investigation of his record at TVA. 
As we Said six months ago, “if the charges (they 
allege) are true, Gen. Vogel is guilty of mis- 
feasance and should be promptly removed from 
office.” ° 

President Eisenhower was compelled to re- 
scind his Dixon-Yates deal when it was disclosed 
at full length to public view in Congress. 


Would he not be similarly compelled to re- 
move Gen. Vogel if this appointee were sub- 
jected to the same pitiless publicity as Dixon- 
Yates? 3

The Answer at Clinton 

The power of the federal judiciary has 
reached into Clinton, Tenn., to answer mob 
defiance of the law of the land. Seventeen per- 
sons have been arrested on orders of United 
States District Judge Robert L. Taylor in Knox- 
ville. They are charged with violating an injwnc- 
tion against interference with public school inte- 
gration. 

Clinton became a testing ground once more 
when its school board felt compelled to close 
the high school. The school’s 12 Negro students 
had been threatened and intimidated; a white 
Baptist minister was beaten after he escorted 
six Negroes to school. Just after this outrage 
Clinton residents showed how they felt by vot- 
ing 4-to-1 in a municipal election against the 
champions of segregation. 

The most encouraging aspect of the Clinton 
case is that the enforcement of law and order 
was finally initiated ‘by the townspeople them- 
selves. Attorney General Brownell had said the 
FBI would investigate. But it was school board 
members and leading citizens who took their 
case for decency to Judge Taylor. And the 17 
arrests should make it plain that the Federal 
Government will help local communities which 
are determined to fight bigoted minorities and 
mobs.

Two Weeks of Red Tape 

One heartening news item comes with the re- 
ports of new anti-Communist clashes in Hun- 
gary. It is the announcement on behalf of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower that American pjanes and naval 
transports are now ready to bring over 15,000 
refugees by the end of the month. 

The President also plans to ask Congress to 
allow these people to remain in the United States. 
Adding the 6500 to be admitted under existing 
immigration regulations, that makes a total of 
21,500. 

Other countries, of course, also have opened 
their gates. Yet in view of the superior re- 
sources of the United States, Congress certainly 
should consider the admission. of,more than the 
number set for the time being by the President. 


Meanwhile American representatives in hard- 
pressed Austria should seek ways of cutting the 
red tape through which refugees must struggle 
before they are eligible for the trip to the 
United States. If necessary, more Americans 
should be sent over to expedite these clearances. 


It is only natural that confusion should attend 
little Austria’s efforts to aecommodate this un- 
expected flood of suffering humans. It is natural, 
too—and necessary—that Austrian police and 
health officials should examine these people. 
That is part of the process of bringing order into 
their relief. American authorities also must ask 
some questions, But one wonders whether more 
than two weeks must be devoted to American 
medical, financial and security checks, é¢special- 
ly since these examinations leave most of the 


refugees uncertain about gaining a haven here. 
That is a long time for empty-handed men and 
women. Since the United States has shown 
what it can do to speed up transportation, it is 
to be hoped that similar ingenuity will be 
brought into play to clear the camps. 
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Pearl Harbor 

It was just 15 years ago that the Japanese 
warlords launched the surprise air raid that 
dealt our unprepared Army and Navy a heavy 
blow at Pearl Harbor and put us squarely in 
World War II. Pearl Harbor is a synonym now 
for laxity and its lesson is one that should not 
be forgotten. 

What is the nation’s posture of defense after 
World War II and the Korean War? The nation 
now has such weapons of war as dwarf those 
that were used in World War II. It also has com- 
mitments that dwarf those of the days when a 
spirit of isolationism came close to predominat- 
ing. The new situation offers more chances of 
war and far more deadlier means of fighting 
a war. 

It is true that the United States now has a 
more sensible framework of defense in that it 
stands shoulder to shoulder with allies in Eu- 
rope and in the Pacific who are just as eager as 
we are to avoid war. It has shown great patience 
with the Communist bloc and there are many 
indications that these nations understand our 
position. 

But the military task of the United States is 
complicated by two requirements: We must 
stand ready in case of a major attack to fight an 
allout nuclear war and we should also be ready 
for lesser military actions such as the brushfire 
war which could be fought with conventional 
weapons. A limited war, even of Korea size, is 
far preferable to the horrors of all-out nuclear 
war. 

That is why preparedness is of even more 
importance today than it was in December 1941. 
It is a national concept that we will never strike 
the first blow. So we must be supremely vigi- 
lant in readiness to avoid or counter any blow 
that a reckless nation might throw at us. There 
can. be no mistakes this time such as occurred at 
Pearl Harbor, where an admiral and a general 
were unprepared and where the radar warning 
that would have thwarted the Japanese air ar- 
mada was misinterpreted. 
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To Santa, With Sympathy 

A letter writer has protested that the Santas 
downtown are not only unsmiling but seem ut- 
terly, utterly bored. She wonders why. Actually, 
the answer may be very simple. Many a Mr. 
Claus has been ringing his bell or greeting the 
kiddies since Thanksgiving if not before. 

At this time of year, international authorities 
agree, Santa Claus is supposed to be busy up 
there at the pole, filling igloos and ice caverns 
with toys, feeding Dancer, Prancer and Blitzen, 
2nd working up to a cheery smile. He should not 
be required to go gallivanting around the world 
weeks before Christmas. 

Boys and girls should be told to have patience 
with Santa Claus. After all, he is only inhuman. 
And by Christmas time, absolutely, he will be a 
right jolly old elf, and you will laugh when you 
see him, in spite of yourself. 
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An Olympic Lesson 

As the Olympic games draw to a close, the 
United States is likely to disregard the interna- 
tional fracases which developed and concentrate 
on just one worry: why did the Russians win the 
team title, which is unofficial, by amassing the 
most points, which likewise are no part of 
Olympic rules? 

The most common answer so far is that the 
Russians achieved their success by winning many 
“minor” events. 

Is this a national calamity? We doubt it. And 
while the American athletes broke many records 
in sports which are popular here, it cannot be 
said that because a sport is not popular here, it 
was a minor event. 

The Olympic games may not have produced 
the utmost in international amity, but perhaps 
their best lesson is this: the nation which looks 
down its nose at other people’s interests as 
“minor” is inviting a licking. And in terms of 
physical education, the corollary is that a varied 
sports program offering many types of games 
not only ‘is the best preparation for Olympic 
competition, but offers the greatest opportuni- 
ties to young people. 

America’s general preoccupation with football, 
basketball, baseball and, to a strangely lesser 
degree, track (our best Olympic performance), 
limits the athletie ability of our people. Not 
everybody has the heft for football, height for 
basketball and so on. The same preoccupation 
with a few made-in-America sports turns too 
many young Americans into spectators rather 
than participants. 

The United States cannot logically protest, 
when India wins its sixth triumph in field 
hockey, that field hockey is a minor sport. Or 
when Russia almost sweeps the field in marks- 
manship, the sport of Dah’l Boone, we should 
not pretend this does not count. The fact is that 
the United States has a lot to learn. 
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Plenty Can Be Done Now 
It will be too bad if University City’s proposal 
for a Metropolitan Traffic Authority diverts at- 
tention from the several simple steps that indi- 
vidual communities can take now—on their own 
—to speed the flow of traffic. 


Such devices as rush-hour parking restrictions 
on the flow side of major traffic arteries and 
fewer stop signs will produce surprising results. 
County communities can take these steps with- 
out waiting for creation of a metropolitan agen- 
cy. All they need is the will. In fact, that is ex- 
actly what the St. Louis Regional Cgmmittee on 
Traffic and Parking is out to persuade them to 
do: act now in the whole metropolitan area’s 
interest. 

The committee's basic effort is toward improv- 
ing the city’s master traffic control plan and ex- 
tending it at Jeast to that portion of the county 
east of Lindbergh boulevard. This requires af- 
firmative action ih most of the area’s City Halls. 
That is a big job. 

Should the committee dissipate its energies 
on such activities as the effort to set up a Coun- 
ty Traffic Commission with authority over the 
unincorporated areas? In general there is less 
of a problem in these areas than in any place 
in the whole metropolitan district. Moreover, a 
large part of the commission’s activities would 
appear to duplicate the survey of the Citizens’ 
Metropolitan Transit Committee of City and 
County. 

Another important study now under way is 
the Metropolitan St. Louis Survey. This inquiry 
_is designed to identify and suggest solutions for 
problems of intergovernment relations, 


Until its findings and recommendations are 
in, proposals’ for the creation of individual agen- 
cies such as the-Traffic Authority ought to be 
tabled. As for University City, it could help 
the whole area now by restricting parking on 
Delmar boulevard and Olive Street road.

Japan Fifteen Years Later

American newspaper man sees signs of revival of anti-democrat- 

ic practices in Japan 15 years after Imperial attack on Pearl 
" Harbor; many reforms instituted by United States watered 
down; cartels back in business, military striving for power.

TOKYO. 

On the fifteenth anniversary. of Pearl 
Harbor the Japanese show signs of 
turning the clock back to prewar days. 

On the surface Japan is a modern, 
Western nation—almost completely 
purged of the feudalistic militarism 
which led the nation to wartime de- 
feat. But there are straws in the wind 
that Japanese are reverting to cen- 
turies-old habits of a web-like society 
and authoritarian institutions. 


Some occupation-inspired reforms are 
today like a veneer which has worn 
thin, revealing old furniture under- 
neath. One such straw is education. 
Enlightened reforms such as popular 
election of school boards throughout 
the nation have been overturned by the 
Diet (Parliament). Henceforth school 
boards will be ap- 
pointive as in the 
past. - 

Textbooks which 
were standardized 
propaganda instru- 
ments for Imperial 
domination are 
once more coming 
under the thumb of Government reg- 
ulation as a result of the recent Diet 
action on education. Co-education, per- 
haps the brightest jewel in educational 
reform, is being attacked by Education 
Minister Ichiro Kiyose as harmful to the 
national morals. 

It is this same Minister who ac- 
quiesced in statements of paroled war 
criminals that the whole nation was 
responsible for the war and that Japan 
must he restored to the old imperial 
regime. Such views have found ac- 
ceptance among wartime leaders, 
s¢veral of whom were victorious in the 
last Upper House election. The chief 
spokesman for paroled war criminals, 
ex-War Minister Sadao Araki recently 
declared: 

“The present policies of Japan are 
completely wrong. ; Today’s system is 
not democratic because the Prime Min- 
ister exercises complete control. Japan 
was a democracy in the Meiji days 
(1868-1912). The emperor should have 
full responsibility—exercised with the 
aid of advisers.” 


The extremity of these views is re- 
flected in a much more moderate way 
in the platform of Prime Minister Hato- 
yama’s Liberal-Democratic party. In 
its call for revision of the war-renounc- 
ing Constitution was a proposal that 
the present symbolic status of the em- 
peror be studied with a view toward 
increase of his power. Also included 
in the constitutional plan were hints 
that reform laws relating to family, 
land and inheritance may need chang- 
ing. 


Fear of the Family System 


This led opposition Socialists to at- 
tack Hatoyama on the grounds that he 
intends to revive the family system, 
under which the father was a virtual 
feudal tyrant over his household and 
upon his death all property passed to 
the eldest son. Under this system, other 
sons were forced to leave the land and 


seek employment elsewhere. 


Fears in this connection were man- 
ifested last spring when representatives 
of women’s organizations staged a 
Tokyo protest parade against constitu- 
tional revision. Emancipated by the 
Occupation Constitution, these women 
carried banners in protest against ef- 
forts to revive the “feudal, family sys- 
tem.” 

Another straw in the wind is the dif- 
ficult road democracy has traveled in 
11 years. With all the outward trap- 
pings of free, democratic government, 
the postwar Diet has been hamstrung 
by backstage deals, brawls and lack of 


parliamentary discussion. hy 
The younger generation has not al- 


ways proved the expected fertile soil 
for the growth of democracy. Disillu- 
sioned by job scarcity and postwar 
nihilism, one Tokyo University student 
gave only grudging approval: ‘“Democ- 
racy? I don’t know if it will work in 
Japan. But at least it’s better than 
wartime Fascism.” 


An influential Tokyo. political ob- 
server, Hessell Tiltman, says many Jap- 
anese favor national unity centered in 
strong leaders who could solve Japan’s 
problems. They feel that Western-style 
democracy is vague and meaningless 
for this crowded island nation. 


Return of the Zaibatsu 


Another backward tendency is the 
renaissance of Japan’s Zaibatsu cartels. 
Familiar names such as Mitsubishé, 
Mitsui and Sumitomo are becoming evi- 
dent in office building directories and 
on product labels. They are largely 
back in business—aided by a switch 
in United States policy from dissolu- 
tion to encouragement (after 1948) in 
order to take Japan out of an economic 
vacuum after the war. 

Formerly family combines, the Zai- 
batsu have become far-flung business 
empires under control of giant banks. 
As before World War II, these giant 
combines are producing everything 
from ships to pencils. 

Japan’s reactionary tendencies were 
attacked recently by a Sendai news- 
paper. It said the nation must “make 
efforts for safeguarding democracy.” 
The newspaper said an illustration of 
the tendencies was the celebration of 
the emperor’s last birthday just as it 
was in prewar days despite the undeifi- 
cation of the emperor. On his fifty- 
fifth birthday, many persons bowed 
their heads throughout.the nation in 

vv ay an the direction of the 

Imperial palace in 
Tokyo. 

Generally educa- 
tors, members of 
the younger gen- 
eration and leftist 
groups are quick to 
: attack signs of Im- 
perial revival. At a military memorial 
rite held at Yokosuka, a wartime dirge 
was sung. This was sharply criticized by 
the Japan Teachers Union, The last 
graduating class at Tokyo University 
heard President Tadao Yanaibara warn 
against “the danger of nationalism 
which is increasingly evident in gov- 
ernmental control of education, speech 
and recent paroling of war criminals.” 


Signs of renewed militarism have 
caused concern among United State 
officials in Washington—formation of 
old military societies and increasing 
strength of veteran organizations. This 
trend, however, is kept in check by dis- 
taste for arming on the part of the 
masses, who remember the last war. 

Another threwback to the past was 
evidenced last New Year's day when 
record crowds jammed Shinto shrines. 
These shrines, formerly state supported 
and employed to whip up wartime fa- 
naticism, were the targets of Gen Mac- 
Arthur when he banned state support. 
Nevertheless large donations were 
made at all shrines to help pay for their 
private upkeep. The huge turnout was 
reminiscent of the 1930s and early '40s.

Perhaps a public indebtedness is due 
Arthur J. Goldberg, former general 
counsel for the CIO, now an attorney 
for the AFL-CIO, for a clear interpre- 
tation of events leading to the historic 
merger ending a costly schism within 
the American labor movement. 

The author writes with authority. He 
was one of the moving spirits of the 
new federation and was instrumental 
in framing a constitution which recon- 
ciled diverse viewpoints and made uni- 
fication a reality. His account is a 
“must” for any student of the labor 
movement. It affords stimulating and 
informative reading for anyone. 


For Goldberg is a student of men 
and events. He writes practically rather 
than academically. His legal train- 
ing has aided him in eliminating prop- 
aganda and presenting the basic facts 
of labor’s modern transitional develop- 
ment. A warm and sympathetic appre- 
ciation of individuals protects against 
any hint of pedantry.

To Goldberg, the new constitution fs 
a living document. He devotes a chap- 
ter to its implication which he deems 
closely tied to the general welfare of 
the country. In effect, he concludes that 
while labor has come of age it is only 
on the threshold of a potential develop- 
ment as an expanding economic and 
social factor. 

“When a labor leader talks about the 
labor movement,” Goldberg writes, “he 
means, whether he articulates it ex- 
plicitly or not, the sum of the ideals, 
goals and purposes of working people 
generally. The idea of a labor move- 
ment is an important spiritual asset in 
symbolizing the oneness of working 
people.” 

Autonomous rights of unions within 
the AFL-CIO, he points out, do not ex- 
tend to the right of a union to be con- 
trolled by racketeers, impair the in- 
tegrity of another affiliate, to practice 
racial or religious discrimination, or 
to permit Communist domination. 


Goldberg is of opinion that union 
checks and balances aided by “the 
hard-boiled realism and native ideai- 
ism” of most union leaders and mem- 
bers avert need of restrictive legisla- 
tion to keep labor from adopting anti- 
social tactics. ; 

The federation, he thinks, will’ never 
become a handmaiden to a political 
party, government, religious group or 
any other interest outside its ranks. 
This quality, he adds, makes the Amer- 
ican labor movement almost unique 
among labor movements of the world.

Nor does Goldberg, in outlining ad- 
vantages of the merger and recounting 
changing economic circumstances that 
made it inevitable, wink at the public 
obligation it entails. 

“Labor leaders,” Goldberg warns, 
“cannot afford to let a situation devel- 
op in which there is any difference in 
the minds of the public between the 
desirable goals for the whole society 
and desirable goals for the labor move- 
ment. 

“If such a situation does develop, the 
traditional enemies of labor will be ef- 
fective in marshalling public sentiment 
against the merged federation and its 
affiliated unions.” , 

The book contains forewords by 
George Meany, president of the AFL- 
CIO, and David J. McDonald, head of 
the United Steelworkers, of which Gold- 
berg is general counsel. Included in 
the appendix are text. of the constitu- 
tion, other important documents and a 
list of officers and affiliates of the 15,- 
000,000-member federation.

‘Permissiveness’ of Pro- 
gressive System Invalid, De-| 
clares Psychiatry Instructor.

Children must have limita- 


tions placed on them to prevent 
them from becoming frustrated, 
anxious and unsure of them- 
selves. Dr. Paul Painter, in- 
structor in clinical child psy- 
chiatry at Washington Univer- 
sity, said today at Hotel Shera- 
ton-Jefferson. 

Dr. Painter, who addressed 
the day care section of the 
Social Planning council at its 
fifth anniversary luncheon, cau- 
tioned against following theories 
too closely because, he said, 
child study is a young science. 
Theories of the 1920s, which he 

‘termed “permissiveness,” en- 
couraged in progressive schools, 
now are recognized as invalid, 
he asserted. 

“Theories should be regarded 
as framework and not a list of 
directions for raising children,” 
Dr. Painter asserted. He 
stressed the importance of pro- 
viding children with emotional, 
muscular and intellectual stim- 
ulation in the 3- to 5-year-old 
period. 

The child has a “boundless 
curiosity,” Dr. Painter told his 
audience. Answers should be 
given to questions, rather than 
passing them off as “attention 
getters” and telling the cihld to 
run along and play, he said. 
Parents, he said, should be sus- 
picious of the child who is an 
“over conformist” because this 
may indicate harmfully re- 
pressed aggression which may 
create emotional problems 
later. 

Miss Judith Cauman of New 
York, consultant of the Child 
Welfare League of America, 
praised the 13 day care centers 
in the St. Louis area for their 
work in helping about 500 chil- 
dren under their care. 

The meeting was sponsored 

y the Family, Old Age and 
Children’s division of the So- 
cial Planning Council, a United 
Fund agency, as well as the 
day nurseries. 

A scroll was presented to 
David Arthur, president of the 
Varsity Club,-and his brother, 
Edward Arthur, former pres- 
ident, for the club’s interest in 
the day care centers program, 
including underwriting a $40,- 
000 -building for South Side 
Day Nursery.

POPULATION BOOM 


IN SUBURBS CITED 


This and Rise in Number of 
Women Over Men 
Shown in Study. 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 7 (AP) 
——A sample census has em- 
phasized the population boom 
in suburbia and the growing ex- 
tent to which women outnum- 
ber me n in the civilian popu- 
lation. 

The Census Bureau ran off a 
spot check last March, com- 
pared results with those of the 
1950 census and came up yes- 
terday with such results as 
these: 

The population in “standard 
metropolitan areas” has ex- 
panded more than four times 
as much as in other areas. 

These metropolitan areas are 
built around one or more cities 
of 50,000 or more population. 
The aumber of people in the 
surrounding territory has shot 
up six times as fast as in the 
central cities. 

For the country as a whole, 
the number of males per hun- 
dred females dropped from 97.3 
in April, 1950, to 95.1 last 
March. | 

While males outflumber fe- 
males in the rural population, 
the proportion there is drop- 
ping, too. The Census Bureau 
said the decline in the male 
ratio in the civilian population 
“reflects the higher mortality 
rates for men and the increase 
in the armed forces over the 
period.” 

In actual figures, the bureau 
figured the civilian tion 
last March at 164 , com- 
pared with 149,633;731 in 1950. 
Thi swas a 9.8 cent jump 
and a numerical gain of some 
14,700,000. 

Of the total increase, about 
12,400,000 was in 168 standard 
metropolitan areas—or 85 per 
cent of the entire gain. 

Outside the metropolitan 
areas the populatfon rose only 
3.4 per cent, from 65,833,389 to 
68,073,000,

Man vs. Reptile 
- For 'Zoo Parade’ 
By John Crosby 


LETICIA, Colombia. 

N its widening quest for new material, “Zoo Pa- 

rade” last year went to British East Africa to photo- 

graph the lions, leopards, elephants, rhinos and 
grazing animals such as the antelopes and zebras of 
the great plains. This 
year the same crew 
is on the upper Ama- 
zon to photograph 
the abundant wild- 
life here but the 
problems are im- 
measurably more dif- 
ficult. 

Next to an ana- 
econda, the African 
animals are a bunch 
of hams. They pa- 
rade around the wide 
plains or relatively 
open forest glades in 
broad sunshine like 
movie stars, and with 
today’s long lenses 
it’s no great problem 
to take infinitely de- 
tailed closeups. Here, 
though, the animals 
and reptiles lie in a 
a far denser than that of Africa, mostly in deep 
=» gioom. In fact, many of the little animals, birds and 

‘ Teptiles here will die if you leave them in the scorch- 
ing sun for more than a minute or two. Only mad 
: M@ogs and Americang go out in the Amazon sun. 
Se eee 


MANY OF the most interesting of the local fauna 
ate the fishes, reptiles and mammals which lie under 
the muddy waters of the Amazon completely out of the 
range of the cameras. It all presents quite a problem. 
For instance in Africa, the “Zoo Parade” crowd wit- 
nessed and photographed the capture of zebra and 
giraffe just as it has taken place on the plains for 40 
years. But the capture of snakes and reptiles is a 
largely private matter between captor and prey, 
mostly performed at night. 

It’s a shame you can’t photograph it because rep- 
tile hunts are a much more fair contest between man 
and animal than most hunts. It’s the hunter's wits 
and eyes and hands pitted against animal instincts 
and eyes and fangs and claws. In every regard ex- 
cept wits, theirs are sharper than ours. 

I was out with Ross Allen, one of the members of 
this expedition who is an incurable reptile hunter, 
one night when we spotted in his miner’s lamp a pair 
of glowing emeralds that might have been the eyes 
of a parrot but weren't. Allen plunged into the bush 
after it and I was left in darkness. Ahead of me, 
there was the sound of a machete slicing into a tree, 
a crash as the tree went down, the noise of a wild 
scuffle and a cry of pain from Ross. A minute later, 

. he was back carrying a five-foot iguana, a large lizard

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Visiting 'Anti-Prima Donna Conductor 
Igor Markevitch Thinks the Music Comes First—He's an ‘Angel’ to His Wife

Saturday night, as he a 
as guest conductor of the St. 
Louis Symphony at the oate 
House of Kiel Auditorium. On 
his third visit to the United 
States, he is spending four 
months appearing in cities from 
Boston to San Francisco, and at 
the end of this stay will have 
conducted most of the impor- 
tant orchestras in this country. 

“I suppose you might say that 
I am very ‘anti-prima donna’ in 
my style of conducting,” he says 
with a smile. “I think even the 
greatest conductor should be 
forgotten and that the audience 
should be absolutely taken by 
the music. After all, a concert 
should be excellent, even for a 
blind person. 

“Of course, the way you be- 
have and move is important but 
it should be functional and 
necessitated by the music if it 
is to be good. That is my point 
of view.” 

As one critic described him, 
“He is neither the strenuous 
cheer leader who thinks it nec- 
essary to whip an orchestra into 
an athletic frenzy nor the po- 
dium parasite who does little 
for an orchestra of superb mu- 
sicians except appreciate their 
performance from a strategic 
location.” Said another, of his 
Boston debut: “An orchestra is 
the lengthening shadow of one 
man. ... And the shadow he 
cast was as tall as a figure in 
a sunset.” 

Quite obviously, everything 
Markevitch does is motivated by 
the intense dedication he feels 
and the love of music which 
goes back to his earliest re- 
membering. He was four, he 
recalls, when his musical abil- 
ity first showed up. He points 
out, not boastfully but with the 
air of a sidelines observer that 
it is interesting to note that it 
is in the two abstract fields of 
mathematics and music that 
talent invariably shows up so 
early in life. 

“You hear of children draw- 
ing and painting,” he says, “but 
never in an outstanding manner 
until they are older.” 

His earliest musical education 
began in Switzerland. Although 
he was born in Kiev, Russia 
(July 27, 1912), his parents 
moved to Switzerland before 
the first World War. His first 
instruction was given by Alfred 
Cortot.

“If one wants to bring some- 
thing important to the public 
and wants to make a concert 
the deep experience which a 
concert should be, it should be 
filled with cultural substance.” 

One of the most important 
events in his early musical life 
was his meeting with Serge 
Diaghilev. Markevitch was only 
15 when Diaghilev asked him 
to compose several things for 
the Russian ballet. Unfortun- 
ately Diaghilev died before one 
of the commissions, a ballet 
based on “The Emperor's New 
Clothes,” could be fulfilled. 

Markevitch’s reputation as a 
composer grew. His cantata on 
a poem by Jean Cocteau, 
“Hymes” for orchestra, a piano 
concerto, two ballets, “Rebus” 
and “Icare,” and a large scale 
cantata, “Paradis Perdu,” writ- 
ten in the 1930s were the oc- 
casion for excitement in the 
world of contemporary music, 
especially in Paris. 

With Herman Scherchen as 
teacher, he began his conduct- 
ing career and at 18 was con-

bé a HE POWER AND THE PRIZE,” at the ORPHEUM 

THEATER sets out to prove that ruthlessness, power 

for power’s sake, defeats itself in big business be- 
eause the human element must be considered. Robert Taylor 
is the young vice chairman of a huge min- 
ing and metallurgy syndicate whose chair- 
man, Burl Ives, is intent on gathering in 
an old British company which needs fi- 
nancing for developing a revolutionary 
refining process and some rich untapped 
West Africa mines. 

Burl sends Robert to pluck off the 
prize by trickery in negotiations. Robert's conscience is dis- 
turbed both by his admirutj yn for the British mogul, Cedric 
Hardwicke, and by the example of the utter integrity in 
adversity of a beautiful Austrian widow, a refugee, whom 
he meets. When Sir Cedric turns down the advantageous 
deal because of pride, the burly Mr. Ives can’t fathom ‘t, 
and attempts to bull his way through the deal. And also 
to punish Robert for breaking off his engagement to Burl's 
niece and for growing “soft” in the deal by firing him on 
threat of besmirching the Austrian girl's reputation. 

You can see they haven't allowed industrial statistics, 
negotiations and maneuverings to dull this film.

Children in a Desperate Last Stand 


Band of Youngsters Fought On Despite Odds During Four Days of Concentrated Russian Massacre |

The Soviet tanks, troops and 
mounted infantrymen — even 
long-range artillery — closed 
their ring of steel around the 
city and chopped it to bits in- 
side. They machine gunned 
women queued up for bread. 
They raked and riddled hedge 
rows and rose gardens, shops 
and streets—every moving fig- 
ure was a rebel to be destroyed. 

Budapest was being treated, 
the Soviet commander  pro- 
claimed, “in accordance with 
the laws of war.” 

Still the patriots fought on, 
erving, “Long live free Hun- 

-y!” They holed up in a 
movie theater, in railroad sta- 
tions, at the ancient royal castle 
in Buda, in houses, at the Kil- 
lian and Kinitz barracks. The 
Russians moved on each of these 
points and smashed them. 

What the Russians could not 
achieve by murderous force 
they accomplished through 
treachery. The patriots inside 
the Kinitz barracks ceased fire 
when the approaching Russians 
hoisted a white flag. Once in- 
side the barracks the Russians 
sprayed machine-gun fire on 
the helpless civilians. 

On Nov. 5 the group of young 
freedom fighters barricaded off 
Karoly street which had 
started with 150 or 160 young- 
sters on Oct. 23 and had suf- 
fered 50 odd casualties in the 
first phase of the revolution— 
was reduced to 35 or 36. In 
one day’s fighting about 70 of 
them had been killed or too 
badly wounded to throw a

The survivors were an unbe- 
lievably ragged lot. Most of 
them hadn’t had more than a 
stale bread to eat for 48 hours. 
Though they were doing man’s 
work, occasionally one of the 
younger ones would sneak 
away, slip along alleyways and 
through burned out buildings 
and go home—“to tell mother 
I’m all right.” 

The audacity of these chil- 
dren was the stuff of which 
legends are made. 

Eighty youngsters, led by a 
university philosophy student, 
crouched in doorways on a nar- 
row street as a single Soviet 
J-34 tank moved cautiously in. 
When it passed the first boy 
he ruShed out and leaped on 
its back, threw a crowbar into 
the track and stopped it. This 
was a familiar tactic, but what 
followed was not. 

When a tank crew member 
inched open the hatch another 
boy, 15 or 16, rushed forward

a “Molotov cocktail.” The first 
patriot, badly burned, jerked 
open the hatch, tossed in a 
grenade and then fell to the 
cobblestone street.

A New York co-ed comment- 
ed: ‘“‘Whenever exams are over 
and tension is relieved, there 
are a few such wild parties. I’ve 
been to several. As long as the 
affair doesn’t get too far out of 
hand, it can be fun. But when 
that danger signal rings, I dash 
for home.” 

At places where wild parties 
do happen, 28 per cent of the 
boys and 21 per cent of the girls 
who admit having attended 
some say heavy drinking and 
promiscuous petting is often the 
rule. 

While on the subject of sex, 
it should be noted that 60 per 
cent of the girl students say 
they never indulge in petting.

OT all of these Russians 
N cou stomach the horrifying 
task assigned to them. There 
were many desertions among 
the young recruits brought in 
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as reinforcements, boys with 
shaven heads, many of whom 
did not even know what coun- 
try they were in. 

Some of them not only desert- 
ed but turned their guns over 
to the patriots and instructed 
the Hungarians in their use. 

But by the fourth day after 
the Russians came back into 
Budapest to smash it utterly, 
many of the freedom fighters 
had to turn a national revolu- 
tion into a personal and family 
fight for survival. 


There was one scene—prob- 
ably repeated many times — 
when word spread that the con- 
quering Russians were sending 
the patrols into houses. A young 
Hungarian of about 23 or 24 
who had fought for four days 
in one of the resistance ‘groups 
in downtown Pest leaned his 
rifle against a burned out car 
and told his compatriots: 

“Now I must go to my wife. 
She is so young, and I love her 
so much.” 

His wife had been alone in 
their one-room apartment for 
four days and now, in defeat, 
he would leave her alone no 

nger. 

Many lives have been lost, 
there is much suffering, but the 
spirit of ‘revolution remains. 
The Hungarians tasted freedom 
briefly. Despite the crushing

THAT IS HOW the Soviet 
Union is able to say this is a 
domestic question in which it 
is acting at the request of the 
Government of Hungary. 

The nations of the world have 
no desire to go to war, either 
with the Soviet Government or 
with Hungary, but they wish 
to protect the people of Hun- 
gary from murder and further 
hardships. 

Letters to me say that reso- 
lutions and debating in the 
U. N. are of little value. I 
do not think this is true, be- 
cause if the world can be 
brought to feel that it is prop- 
er to apply sanctions—even to 
the point of bringing the com- 
bined economic and moral 
might of the world to bear in 
the present situation in Hun- 
gary—I think both the Hun- 
garian government and the So- 
viet Union will begin to see the 
light and to comply with world 
public opinion. 

LITTLE HAS BEEN said 
about the plight of the Jews in 
evéry country ‘ruled by terror, 
but it now becomes evident that 
this again is a time when the 
Jewish people are in greater 
danger than the nationals of the 
county in which they find them- 
selves. 

This is true in Hungary and 
it is true in Egypt. One of the 
most compelling reasons for the 
existence of Israel is the fact 
that it is the only sure haven 
for the Jewish people. In trou- 
bled times, when they are the 
first to suffer, it is essential for 
them to have their own coun- 
try of refuge.

Cold Floors 


f warm air didn’t have a ten- 
| cency to rise and cold air 

didn’t have a tendency to 
hang around at floor level, we 
wouldn't be bothered by cold 
floors and cold feet. But even 
if we can’t switch the laws of 
nature around there is plenty 
we can do to prevent cold 
floors. 

A good way to warm up any 
floor that can be reached from 
the underside is to insulate it. 
The insulation is applied on the 
underside between the floor 
joists and this treatment is very 
effective for floors over crawl 
space, unheated basements and 
unheated garages. Blanket in- 
sulation works fine on this job 
and the vapor barrier should be 
placed up against the subfloor- 
ing. 

Cold floors in homes heated 
by forced warm-air systems are 
often caused by the improper 
adjustment of the furnace. If 
you have your serviceman ad- 
just the furnace so that the 
blower runs for short periods
